Berlin, April 27.—Dr. Walter Sim­ 
ons, German foreign minister, has ten- 
'dered his resignation to 
President 
, Ebert as a result of the hitter oppo­ 
sition of

against the new indemnity proposals, 
but the president refused to accept the 
[resignation, it was learned today. Con­ 
ciliators from various political parties 
have requested Dr. Simons to remain 
in office until the reparations negotia­ 
tions are concluded. 
Members of the relchstag were hos­ 
tile in their criticism of the indem­ 
nity offer. The note to Washington 
> containing the proposals was 
called 
'Tiumiliating.” 
Although tho foreign office refused 
to give any information 
upon 
the 
subject it was learned from a high 
source that Secretary of State Hughes, 
after perusing the contents of the Ger­ 
man note communicated with the Got 
man government asking that amend­ 
ments be added to the original docu­ 
ment making some points more defin­ 
ite. The American secretary of state 
also was reported to have asked for 
better guarantees from Germany and 
that some of the conditions be struck 
out. 
Text Made Public- 
The text of the proposals, which was 
made public here yesterday ,is under 
close scrutiny by the press and public. 
Following the preface, which thanks 
the United States for reopening the 
possibility of further reparations ne­ 
gotiations are twelve articles^ 
As previously stated in these dis­ 
patches the German offer is capitalized 
at 50.000.000,000 gold marks, (about 
$12,000,000,000) but a total of 200,- 
000,000,000 gold marks is promised by 
the time that all the interest payments 
are made. 
No definite time was fixed 
for the expiration of the payments. 
Germany proposed that she partic­ 
ipate in the reconstruction of northern 
France which was devastated during 
the war on condition that the 'cost of 
German labor and materials be de­ 
ducted from her indemnity liabilities. 
Germany offers to pay 1,000,000,000 
gold marks and securities within three 
months.

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THE U. S. REJECTS ARBITRATION PLEA FROM GERMANY, 
BUT OFFERS TO SERVE AS INTERMEDIARY. 


The United States Government refuses to act as mediator on 
reparations between the Allied Governments and Germany. 
It will, however, consider using the services of this Govern­ 
ment in transmitting to the Allies any new proposal on the sub­ 
ject of reparations that Germany may care to make. 
That answer was dispatched to Berlin last week by Charles 
E. Hughes, Secretary of State, within three hours after the re­ 
ceipt of a proposal from Germany that Prasid.% Harding fix 
the amount of the reparations to be paid .by Germany, 
The reply betokens the new interest which this Government 
is taking in the adjudication of the reparations question, its de­ 
sire to be a participant even if it must refuse to mediate. 
The new German reparations proposals were dispatched to 
the United States last Sunday by Mr. Dressed 
the American 
Commissioner. 
Germany in the note accepts, according to its interpretation, 
the Paris demands and something more. It proposes to extend the 
terms of payment beyond the forty-two years of the Paris pro­ 
gram, offers security for meeting her obligations and suggests 
leaving to American arbitration the determination of the value of 
the services already rendered. 
Germany, as at London, takes as a basis the present worth 
of the 226,000,000,000 gold marks demanded in forty-two years 
by the Allied conference at Paris—that is 53,000,000,000 marks 
($13,250,000,000)—and spreads this sum, with interest, over a 
long period of years. 
The actual contributions probably would 
exceed 226,000,000,000 marks, although the Entente is apt to 
question the contention that the amount would be equivalent to 
the Paris demands. 
As the only method of raising the great sums required it is 
proposed that the banking and industrial circles of Germany and 
the United States establish contact and work out details of an in­ 
ternational loan. It is requested that a commission investigate 
periodically the German capacity to pay and modify the program 
of payments as may be necessary, 
Of course it is understood that this latest German offer is 
not claimed to be. as published, much more than being a guessed 
at copy of what it may turn out to be. 
Then comes the job of the Harding-Hughes administration to 
view with a critic’s eye the offer Germany makes, but note you, 
Mr. Hughes has not even said th * we will recommend the accep­ 
tance or rejection of the offer. xNo entangling alliances” seems 
to be the watch words nowadays.

NO PRIVATE SOLDIER RELIEF. 


There is no easier way to get money from the average Amer­ 
ican than to ask for it in the name of suffering war veterans. 
Hence many impostors have used that as a pretext for their graft. 
The money obtained through such fakes during the past two 
years in incalculable. 
Not all of the appeals of this nature have been made by fak­ 
ers or grafters, by no means, but most of them have. Even solicit­ 
ors of good intention have often misdirected their efforts and 
wasted or misapplied the funds raised. 
So great has the evil grown that the American Legion has 
found it necessary to warn the public about it.

It is the gov­ 
ernment’s duty to see that every service man wTho needs help, 
medical or otherwise, because of wounds or sickness incurred dur­ 
ing the war, is properly cared for. The government admittedly 
has been .somewhat derelict in this regard. But the official relief 
work is improving steadily, and rapidly coming up to require­ 
ments 
established. There are liberal funds already available, and more 
will be voted by congress as they are needed. Here is one case 
in which it is the wise policy to let Uncle Sam do it.

THE U. S. REJECTS ARBITRATION PLEA FROM GERMANY, 
BUT OFFERS IT) SERVE AS INTERMEDIARY. 


The United States Government refuses to act as mediator on 
reparations between the Allied Governments and Germany. 
It will, however, consider using the services of this Govern­ 
ment in transmitting to the Allies any new proposal on the sub­ 
ject of reparations that Germany may care to make. 
That answer was dispatched to Berlin last week by Charles 
E. Hughes, Secretary of State, within three hours after the re­ 
ceipt of a proposal from Germany that P r e sid e Harding fix 
the amount of the reparations to be paid .by Germany. 
The reply betokens the new interest which this Government 
is taking in the adjudication of the reparations question, its de­ 
sire to be a participant even if it must refuse to mediate. 
The new German reparations proposals were dispatched to 
the United States last Sunday by Mr. Dressed 
the American 
Commissioner. 
Germany in the note accepts, according to its interpretation, 
the Paris demands and something more. It proposes to extend the 
terms of payment beyond the forty-two years of the Paris pro­ 
gram, offers security for meeting her obligations and suggests 
leaving to American arbitration the determination of the value of 
the services already rendered. 
Germany, as at London, takes as a basis the present worth 
of the 226,000,000,000 gold marks demanded in forty-two years 
by tile Allied conference at Paris— that is 53,000,000,000 marks 
($13,250,000,000)— and spreads this sum, with interest, over a 
long period of years. 
The actual contributions probably would 
exceed 226,000,000,000 marks, although the Entente is apt to 
question the contention that the amount would be equivalent to 
the Paris demands. 
As the only method of raising the great sums required it is 
proposed that the banking and industrial circles of Germany and 
the United States establish contact and work out details of an in­ 
ternational loan. 
It is requested that a commission investigate 
periodically the German capacity to pay and modify the program 
of payments as may be necessary. 
O f course it is understood that this latest German offer is 
not claimed to be, as published, much more than being a guessed 
at copy of what it may turn out to be. 
Then comes the job of the Harding-Hughes administration to 
view with a critic’s eye the offer Germany makes, but note you, 
Mr. Hughes has not even said t m we will recommend the accep­ 
tance or rejection of the offer. “No entangling alliances” seems 
to be the watch words nowadays. 


NO PRIVATE SOLDIER RELIEF. 


There is no easier way to get money from the average Amer­ 
ican than to ask for it in the name of suffering war veterans. 
Hence many impostors have used that as a pretext for their graft. 
The money obtained through such fakes during the past two 
years in incalculable. 
Not ah of the appeals of this nature have been made by fak­ 
ers or grafters, by no means, but most of them have. Even solicit­ 
ors of good intention have often misdirected their efforts and 
wasted or misapplied the funds raised. 
So great has the evil grown that the American Legion has 
found it necessary to warn the public about it. 
None of the or­ 
ganizations soliciting funds for soldier relief are worthy of sup­ 
port, says the Legion. 
The work properly belongs to the government. It is the gov- 
emment\s duty to see that every service man who needs help, 
medical or otherwise, because of wounds or sickness incurred dur­ 
ing the war, is properly cared for. 
The government admittedly 
has been somewhat derelict in this regard. But the official relief 
work is improving steadily, and rapidly coming up to require­ 
ments. Tnere are many excellent hospitals and training schools 
established. 
There are liberal funds already available, and more 
will be voted by congress as they are needed. 
Here is one cruse 
in which it is the wrise policy to let Uncle Sam do it.

The m ost striking industrial de­ 
velopm ent of th e past week has un­ 
questionably been the revision of 
steel prices by th e ll. S. Steel Cor­ 
poration to an extent varying from 
about IO to about I* per cent of the 
prices which have been m aintained, 
during th e past two years. 
The lev­ 
el of values still remains 
slightly 
higher th an the figures set by the 
independents while In some lines, 
notably rails and wire nails, there

both rates and expenses. 
The cur­ 
ren t earnings statem ents issued by 
the roads show a general deficit of 
over $7,000,000 for the m onth of 
February, while th e statem ent is­ 
sued by even th e N orthern Pacific 
Railway Com pany shows a n e t re­ 
duction of over tw o-thirds from the 
surplus earnings 
(after dividends) 
of a year ago. F reight movements 
have n o t improved in any consider­ 
able measure. 
Now th a t the Rail­ 
road L abor oBard howeer has ab­ 
rogated the national 
wage 
agree­ 
m ents th e vvay should he paved for 
a retu rn to m ore norm al conditions. 
At any ra te th e outlook is decided­

tobaccos, 
while a more faorable attitude has 
been adopted tow ard shipping and 
copper stocks anti a num ber of in ­ 
dustrial shares which had previous­ 
ly been roughly handled. 
Little or 
no change has occurred 
in general 
conditions. 
As is well known, a 
considerable portion of the 
daily 
transactions are am ong profession­ 
al trad ers who for the m ost p art 
are still bearishly inclined. The fact 
however th a t bad news no longer 
makes any deep indentation on val­ 
ues is shown by 
th e 
conspicuous 
strength in th e coppers. With the 
mines closed flown and dividends in 
m ost instances passed, the situation 
could scarcely be mor® discourag­ 
ing. N evertheless th e re seems to be 
a dem and for th® shares of the lead­ 
ing copper com panies by those who 
are taking a long look ahead. This 
is the proper view to take with re ­ 
spect to th e entire m arket. It is free 
ly conceded th a t th ere are a num -

This is the Birthday of 
ULYSSES GRANT 


April 27, 1822. 
Like many of out greatest 
men, 
Ulysses Grant came from the sturdy 
stock th at went out into the west and 
pushed ahead of them the frontiers 
of civilization, building their homes 
; ext of the logs they7 chopped from 
the trees they felled. 
Grant 
was 
born no further west than Ohio, but j 
in 1822 Ohio had a great 
deal 
of 
■wilderness. 
G rant graduated from W est Point 
•with no great record in his favor. 
But three years later in the Mexican 
W ar, he fought in almost every b at­ 
tle and dasfcogudahed himself from 
th® start. 
He was a colonel when \ 
the Civil W ar broke out, 
but

made brigadier general. 
The f ir s t1 
really great Northern success 
was 
due to him. 
He became more and more a pop­ 
u lar hero. 
When, in 1864. President 
Lincoln put him in command of all j 
th e arm ies, he was only doing what 
th e people clamored for.
